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Pastoral Perspective 

Even among Christians when someone mentions Lent, the only good 
thing ever said is that it follows "Fat Tuesday!" Ash Wednesday was 
several days ago and during our services, worshipers were anointed 
with ash mixed with oil to remind us that we are dust and to dust we 
will return. The word Lent causes people to worry and sometimes 
obsess about what they will have to give up. Yet, Lent is really a 
time to reflect and look toward the saving act of God in Christ Jesus - 
death on the cross. 

I want to encourage everyone to do four things during Lent this year. 

t Monday through Saturday, reflect on where God has taken you, 
how God has been with you in the midst of the good times and 
the not-so-good times. While reflecting, discover how God is 
presently at work in the midst of your life, just yesterday and this 
day, since you woke up! 

t On Sunday, worship God! In the 40 days of Lent Sundays are not 
counted because we celebrate the resurrection of our Lord every 
Sunday. 

t Read daily in Mission: Possible, the devotion for Lent developed 
by our Education committee. It is excellent! Be careful though, 
reading a daily devotional might just become a habit! (Quite 
honestly, though, I am not sure how that would be bad!) 

t Make it a priority to attend our Wednesday worship services (4:30 
PM or 7:00 PM) and possibly fellowship at a Soup Supper (5:15 PM 
to 6:45 PM). Many people have worked hard to make the 
Wednesday nights very meaningful in so many ways and assist us 
in looking toward the cross. 

The cross is where Lent points us. As we prepared our hearts for the 
coming of Christ during Advent, let us prepare our hearts daily for the 
love of God demonstrated through Christ Jesus' death on the cross 
and subsequent resurrection on that first Easter.

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LENT 




Lent is a forty-day season of "preparation for the death and resurrection of Jesus Christ" which we 
celebrate on Easter Sunday and EVERY Sunday. Lent began Ash Wednesday, (February 17 th ), where 
we received the mark of the cross in ashes on our foreheads as a reminder that we were created 
from dust and to dust we shall return. Lent continues for 40 days and culminates in Holy Week 
(beginning with Palm Sunday, and continuing through Maundy Thursday and Good Friday.) Please 
note that Sundays are not counted in the 40-day season of Lent because we celebrate Christ's res- 
urrection on Sunday EACH week. There is actually 46 days from Ash Wednesday through Easter Sunday in 2010. Three 
days after Good Friday, Jesus rose from the dead. The Good News! Easter! 

This year's Lenten theme is "MISSION: POSSIBLE." Family, Hunger, World, Help, Fear, and Hope. We will explore 
these themes through our Lenten devotional and worship services. Lenten worship services this year will again in- 
clude the Holden Evening Prayer and Lenten dramas. Lenten Devotionals are now available in the Narthex. 

Other events and activities that will happen throughout Lent include soup suppers, the Seder dinner, the Sunday 
School Easter Extravaganza, Easter breakfast (put on by our Youth to sponsor the Youth Mission Trip), Easter lilies, 
and spring cleaning (March 27 th ). Please look for more details in future editions of the Faith Communicator and on 
FCLCnews.

Ben's Story 

Our trip was part of the curriculum at Luther; every student is required to participate in a cross-cultural experience 
designed to challenge each student's understanding of culture, and to help them get a glimpse of the world as it is 
seen through the eyes of other people. The trip was not what you would typically think of as a "mission trip," we 
were not going there to work, or to influence the people we were to meet as much as we were going to be influenced 
by them. We were setting out to learn about Haitian culture and the unique problems that Haiti faces by talking to 
and learning from Haitian people. Our goal was to get a greater understanding of why Haiti is in its current state, and 
what needs to happen to improve the situation. Additionally, we applied our experiences of Haiti to our understand- 
ing of what it means to live in Christian community in a more general sense, and we spoke a lot about God's will for 
the church, both globally and locally. 

The itinerary of our trip was designed to get us intimately acquainted with the organizations that HTF sup- 
ports. These are Haitian run organizations which is important because the people of Haiti know very intimately what 
their country needs as we as outsiders could never know. Additionally, these people are wholly invested in the future 
of Haiti because they have a strong sense of cultural pride and they are an inherently patriotic people. A great deal 
of what we talked about and learned from talking to Haitians has changed the way that I think about charity. When I 
think of what Christ has called us to be and do for the sake of "the least of these" in Matthew 25, He does not call us 
to simply give, but he calls us to walk with and care for others as if they were our own. We are called to live in com- 
munion with them, it is an intimate thing. 

In the midst of the earthquake this is how the Haitians treated us. Even when their world was literally falling apart, 
they cared for us. This was a life changing experience for me! When I give, I do so from a comfortable position, and 
give out of my excess. They gave to us in a deeper way. They gave to us when it would have been easiest to focus on 
themselves. I have seen in the Haitian people an unparalleled example of Christian community. Whatever plan we 
set out with, whatever we thought that we were going to Haiti to learn, this is what God had in mind to teach 
us. When I think about charity now, I think less about giving to people and more about walking with them. When I 
think about Haiti now, I think less about what we have that they lack and more about what we could have to- 
gether. This is why God sent me to Haiti, and this is what I have come back to speak about, to help people quit think- 
ing about charity as zero sum, that to help someone I must diminish myself. In God's grace and by His perfect plan 
giving of what we have can only add to ourselves. 

You should read the article about another seminary student who was in Haiti with a different trip than we were, who 
passed away in the earthquake. The audio of the interview his widow and cousin give detailing their experience is 
especially powerful:

I became involved with the Kids Hope program last fall. I have been partnered with Tony, a 
sweet, inquisitive and funny 10-year-old 5 th grade boy. I had expected to be partnered with a 
younger child, but the principal at Sanborn had several 5 th graders who he felt could benefit from having a mentor. I 
felt nervous that first day. Having the support and prayers from my prayer partner, Jill, helped keep me calm. Still, I 
wasn't sure what to expect that day. What would I say? Would he be responsive? What if he didn't like me? How 
was I going to fill an entire hour? All those fears left me during our first meeting. The school counselor introduced us 
and told Tony to choose a game for us to play. While we played the game, we talked. We talked about action he- 
roes; his favorite books and movies; and what he liked to do during the weekends. We also worked on some of his 
math problems; had a snack; and before I knew it the hour was up. 

Our regular weekly sessions pretty much follow the same pattern and what I've really noticed is how much I laugh 
during that hour. It has been a joyful experience. Tony has told me that he always looks forward to Tuesdays and our 
time together and I feel the same way. I have also come to the realization that as a mentor, I am not expected to 
replace his mother or father. I am there to be an adult who cares about him; and shows it; if just for one hour a 
week.
